U aion town, Pa., July 24 —Donnels­ 
ville 
c j«e region was swept by a 
destructive tornado Monday night and 
yesterday morning, which spread de­ 
struction far and wide. Railroads w°re 
washed out, delaying all traffic; build­ 
ings blow’n to pieces, hundreds of cattle 
drowned, orchards uprooted and crops 
laid waste. It was the most destructive 
storm th at has visited this region in the 
last decade. 
The first storm began a t 7 o’clock in 
the evening and lasted alm ost two hours 
an d the second swept over the same 
section in the morning. 
The greatest destruction is reported 
along the Mount P leasant branch of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, from Broadford to 
M ount Pleasant. The storm swept down 
th e valley, and on the divide between 
the basins of the Yough river and J a ­ 
cobs’ creek there w as a terrific cloud­ 
burst. The w ater poured down the sides 
of the hills in torrents, sweeping every­ 
thing before it. 
Broadford was completely submerged, 
and several houses were carried into 
the Yough river. The Baltimore and 
Ohio road, which follows the creek, was 
w ashed into the water. Num erous land­ 
slides covered the tracks, in some places 
th e debris being piled up tw enty feet 
high. All the bridges were carried away. 
T h e ruins piling up against the big Bal­ 
tim ore and Ohio bridge a t Broadford 
sw ept it into the river. 
Twelve large coke plants of the Frick 
Coke company were completely buried 
beneath tons of logs, stone and mud. 
T he raging torrent of w ater which pour­ 
ed dowrn over the hillside swept over 
th e ovens, drowning out the fires. The 
loss in coke alone will reach several 
thousand dollars. 
The report reached the lower portion 
of the valley th at the big reservoirs had 
burst, and the terror-stricken inhabi­ 
ta n ts fled to the hills for safety. The re­ 
port w as incorrect. 
These dam s are 
th e largest bodies of stored w ater in 
th e state, and had they burst, Scott­ 
dale, Everson and all the towns below 
would have been swept away. 
The storm continued up the Yough 
valley to Dunbar, where a second cloud­ 
b u rst occurred.

money, is now only ‘token’ money, and 
has no p art in swelling the volume of 
‘p rim ary’ money. Therefore prices were 
based on the volume of gold money in 
existence, which, being only a small 
fraction of the entire currency, gives 
the country prices below the cost of 
production in hum an labor.” 
Mr. Horr, following, adm itted that 
he had alw ays hoped th at the business 
men of all civilized nations would agree 
on some business plan 
whereby they 
could use both m etals as the money of 
redemption. 
“But 
for this country 
alone to try to do it would involve its 
financial ruin.” 
“For 2,000 years,” retorted Mr. H a r­ 
vey, “gold and silver have gone m arch­ 
ing together. 
Now silver is 
stricken 
down. 
Does not the same blow strike 
down other property? Certainly.” 
“The real reason,” got back Mr. Horr, 
“why silver is cheaper is because it does 
not represent so much labor as in 1873.” 
The cost of production was the mysterl- 
| ous alchemy, and he believed th at alum ­ 
inum, once dearer than gold Itself, and 
now only 40 cents a pound, would in 
time be only IO cents a pound, and would 
replace lumber in hoi se-building.

GOT ONLY $150 CASH 
IN A TRAIN ROBBERY 


LAKE SHORE JOB LAST NIGHT 
NOT PROFITABLE. 


Eight Thousand Dollars in the Express 
Car But Only a Small Sum Was 
Found By the Thieves—Collusion 
With Railway Employes is Thought 
Probable. 
Chicago, July

com­ 
pany officials say that the robbers who 
ueld up the Lake Shore train at Reese 
side-track shortly after midnight last 
night got only 
$150. 
There was 
nearly 
eight 
thousand dollars in 
the 
car 
but 
it was 
overlooked. 
Toledo, Ohio, July 24.—Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern train No. 27, due 
here at 11:10, in charge of Conductor 
Darling and Engineer Tiernan, w'as held 
up and robbed at Reese, a small station 
thirty-eight miles wrest of here, at 12:40 
o’clock this morning. 
The train had pulled into a blind sid­ 
ing to allow a special to pass, when the 
train was boarded by six masked men, 
who at the point of revolvers compelled 
the express messenger to unlock the 
safe .and deliver the money. 
Superintendent Blodgett and M anager 
Caniff, w’ho were in the city a t the time, 
left a t once on a special train for the 
scene of the robbery, 
notifying the 
police officials a t all adjacent tow’ns to 
be on the lookout for the robbers. 
The officials are of the opinion th at 
the robbery was committed by persons 
in close touch with the employes of the 
road, as they had positive information 
as to the trains meeting on the siding, 
and also of the usually heavy express 
run. 
As a usual thing, the money carried 
on this train does not am ount to much, 
but for some reason it was heavy to­ 
night. The passengers in the coaches 
were not molested. Imm ediately after 
completing their w*ork the robbers took 
to the woods and disappeared. The de­ 
tective force from this city started at 
once for the scene on a special train 
and the country is being closely watched 
for 8Uspicious-looking c h a ra d e : 3.

The telegrams 
show' th at the settlers o>n the Idaho or 
western side of Jackson Hole, which 
borders the state line in Wyoming, have 
sent their families to the nearest towns 
and are 
fortified to resist 
an attack 
from the Indians, which seems certain 
to come very soon. 
The Idaho Sho­ 
shones and W yoming Bannocks are re­ 
ported to have effected a junction of 
forces near where the Bannocks were 
killed. 
Ben E. Rich, editor of the paper at 
Rexburg, within fifty miles of the set­ 
tlers’ fortifications, in an interview tel­ 
egraphed to the Tribune here, says the 
Indians have not been treated properly. 
The Indians, Mr. Rich said, could have 
been brought 
out without 
trouble if 
they had been handled properly, but 
the settlers took m atters into their own 
hands w ith ^ it appealing to the agent. 
They desctmled upon the Indians and 
arrested a num ber of them. These were 
tried before a justice of the peace and 
fined heav ily, the aggregate am ounting 
to JI,200. The Indians could not pay 
it, so w'ere herded by armed men in a 
m anner calculated to arouse their re­ 
sentm ent. One batch was escorted by 
a body of arm ed men, after having their 
guns taken away. They w'ere passing 
over a trail w'here the Indians had been 
accustomed to ride in freedom. It was 
too much for the Indian nature, and the 
captives m ade a break for liberty. 
The 
guards a t once opened fire at the fugi­ 
tives and killed several, reports vary 
from five- to seventeen 
As a result the 
Indians are very mad. and may make 
trouble. There are m any rumors afloat, 
Mr. Rich says, but lack verification. It 
is a fact, however, th at some 200 of the 
Shoshones are missing from the res­ 
ervation and 
have gone to help the 
Bannocks.

F ire P ro o f C elluloid. 
A unique m ethod is lately described 
as introduced in E ngland for m anufac­ 
tu rin g fireproof celluloid sim ply from 
the spent fibers from paper mills. The 
process is simple—th a t is, as described, 
the pulp, consisting of fibers collected 
from w ashing w ater of the paper mill, 
is subjected to the action of certain 
chem icals which reduces it to a gluti­ 
nous state, and is it then sent through 
a centrifugal pum p, which gives it an 
even substance, any shade of color be­ 
ing im parted to it a t the sam e tim e by 
the use of aniline dyes. 
A fter this it 
is strained through flannel into square 
boxes, in a short tim e assum ing an al­ 
m ost solid consistency. 
In this state 
the celluloid can be cut into slices or 
molded when the com position is in a 
liquid condition. 
The substance thus 
form ed is asserted to be perfectly safe, 
and it Is proposed to m ake from it 
prin tin g surfaces for illustrations, for 
stereotyping, and to utilize it for v a­ 
rious purposes as a su b stitu te for other 
m aterials now employed.

He was carried into the passenger sta­ 
tion, and after Dr. W hiting had cared 
for him, he was made comfortable un­ 
til this afternoon, when he was taken 
home. 
While his condition is serious, 
he will recover.
